Community Schools a $215,431 grant 
to implement a pilot summer-school lit- 


eracy program, according tothe district's 
curriculum director, Thomas Dolan. 

"This grant will give us a unique 
opportunity to promote student literacy 
by combining the resources of our school 
district, the Michigan Department of 
Education, and the University of Michi- 
gan [which will monitor students’ 
progress],” Dolan stated. 

The grant for the new “Reading 
Express” program was developed and 
submitted by Lynne Mossoian, the prin- 
cipal at Halecreek Elementary School, 
in conjunction with two of her staff mem- 
bers, Gretchen Notaro and Gail Perkins.

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Resident Urges sie To Attend Trial

On July 30, 1998, my wife was 
charged with having anunlicensed yard 
sale andunkempt premises. Apparently, 
what Rosemary Otzman should have 
said was unlicensed wienie roast! 

The reason for this letter is to inform 
the local people of the types of things 
going on in their community and also in 
the legalsystem. We have many people 
who write their local papers, demon- 
Strating great wisdom and insight into 
not only local problems, but national 
and world problems as well. They dis- 
trust the "experts," fear "Big Brother,” 
know their history, and cherish indi- 
vidual liberty. These are the people 
whom | want to listen and whose sup- 
port | need. 

As of this letter, our court date is 
June 11, 1999, at 9:30 a.m. My wife and 
| are defending ourselves on this one. 
We've poured hundreds of hours and 
thousands of dollars into the legal re- 
search and have become quite knowl- 
edgeable about laws and the legal sys- 
tem. Between both of us, we've read 
about 500 different cases and have 
many of the fancy lawyer-type books 
and such. We're pretty serious people. 

Also, we have aCivil Suit against the 
two ordinance officers and two police 
officers who were involved in this inci- 
dent. They entered clearly posted pri- 
vate property, refused to leave, and we 
are attempting to fine each one $5,000 
as a land-use fee. As | Said, we're pretty 
serious people. 

Many of you have an interest in 
"how the system works" and are curious 
about how a real trial functions — one 
with real people involved, people that 
you Can relate to and sympathize with. 
lf you come to our trial, you'll receive a 
lot more than this. . 

Here's just a Sampling. 

« You'll learn what courts have said 
about the legality of governmental 
Officials entering your property. 

« You'lldiscoverwhatconstitutes "bad 
faith" in public officials’ behavior. 


You'll understand why they only 
charged my wife in an alleged 
"household crime” of jointly owned 
private property allegedly being sold 
on a jointly owned private residence 
(it won'tcreate acomforting feeling). 

« You'll see how the government tries 
to punish you for exercising guaran- 
teed rights. 

« You'll hear what the courts have al- 
ready decided — you can't punish 
people for exercising aconstitutional 
right. 

« You'lllearn about your absolute right 
to not only just own property, but to 
use it and dispose (sell) it! 

« You'lllearn about capricious prosecu- 
tion and governmental misconduct. 

* You'll be shocked and outraged at 
what is being used and upheld as 
"evidence" against us. 

¢ You'll feel proud at watching two 
high-school graduates defend them- 
selves and thoroughly whip a high- 
priced attorney and a power-hungry 
government. 

And that's just the tip of the iceberg! 

Make no mistake: This "unlicensed 
wienie roast" is scheduled for an all-day 
trial! It willbe almost a yearfrom charge 
to trial! The City of Romulus is sparing 
no expense to prosecute this "wienie 
roast.”

centers — one at Cory Elementary 
and one at Wick Elementary —willserve 
students from those schools. 

One of the really exciting features 
of the program, according to Mossoian, 
is its small student-to-teacher ratio. 

"The smaller class sizes — about 10 
Students for every one teacher — will 
give the teachers anopportunity to ‘zero 
in' on each student's problems and 
greatly individualize instruction,” she 
stated. 

Other program features will include 
a family component (in which parents 
willbe encouraged to work withthe staff 


to reinforce instruction), free lunch, free 
transportation to and from Reading Ex- 
press, and a chance to participate in 
activities at the Romulus Boys & Girls 
Club each afternoon (from 12 to 6 p.m.)

The visitations were 
arranged by Linda Cook, the district's 
technology coordinator. 

In their "technology overview" at 
Romulus Middle School, the Taiwanese 
students saw demonstrations of vari- 
ous Media Center applications for in- 
Struction in subjects like mathematics 
and social studies, and also gota look at 
the district's "smartlab" for project-based 
learning. 

At Wick Elementary, Principal Deb- 
bie Juriga also gave the students an 


overview of Media Center applications 
as well as a tour of the school’s three 
CAICs (computer-assisted-instruction 
classrooms). 

"There is one CAIC lab for every 
four classrooms in our school, so our 
students get to spend one hour there 
each day," she explained. "Since each 
CAIC has 35 computers programmed 
for individual study, teachers can tailor 
lessons to fit each student's needs, and 
students can work at their own pace.” 

At the end of the tour, the Tatwan- 
ese interpreter indicated that the stu- 
dents were impressed by what they had 
seen, and added that, when they return 
to Taiwan, the students plan to take 
some of our ideas for integrating tech- 
nology into the classroom with them. O

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Saving Mother Earth Is Child's 
Play for Science Students 


On April 22, 1999, 162 students 
from Romulus Middle School teacher 
Tom Patterson's science classes came 
together to help make the school's third 
annual Earth Day celebration an enor- 
mous SuUCCeSS. 

"By collecting 75 10-gallon trash 
bags full of various biodegradable ma- 
terials for recycling, the students saved 
Mother Earth 32,250 years,” said Pat- 
terson, who was referring to the amount 
of time it would have taken for the ma- 
terials to decompose through natural 
processes. 

Patterson, who has been teaching 
his classes about the importance of 
protecting our environment, decided that 
Earth Day would be the perfect opportu- 
nity to give his lesson a twist that was 
both practical and fun. He developed 
his “Saving Mother Earth" game, which 
pitted teams of three students against 
each other to see which team could 
collect and categorize the most trash, 
then calculate the time it would take to 
decompose, within a 20-minute period.

Patterson enlisted the help of stu- 
dents Jenessa Deshazor, Stacey Gil- 
bert, Melissa Smith, and Molly Tuttle to 
contact a number of elected officials, 


business people, and members of the 
news media and invite them to attend 
the Earth Day program. Among those

On Saturday, March 6, Romulus 
High School's Concert and Sym- 
phonic bands performed at the Dis- 
trict Festival, held at Ypsilanti Lincoln 
High School. Band Director Henry 
James was impressed with the effort 
that his students made just to get to 
school and attend the festival, since 
a major snow storm had hit the area 
on Friday evening and continued 
through Saturday morning. 

Receiving disappointing marks 
of "III" from all judges — and therefore 
an overall third-division ranking — 
was the Concert Band. Quite afew of 
the Concert Band members were 
unable to make it to their scheduled 
early-morning performance due to 
the weather, and their absence was 
strongly felt. Also affecting the band's 
rating was the fact that, for the past 
few years, it had competed in the "D" 
classification at the District Festival, 
but increased enrollment at the High 
School this year forced the band into 
the"C" classification, where the com- 
petition is tougher.

Middle School/High School Choirs 

Also performing at recent Dis- 
trict Festivals were the Romulus 
Middle School and High School 
choirs. Director Judith Thompson- 
Barthwellwas pleasedwith the efforts 
of her students, especially since the 
festivals were more difficult this year. 

"Choirfestivals are differentthan 
band festivals,” she explained. "At 
band festivals, competition classifi- 
cations are determined by the size of 
the school; the larger the school, the 
more difficult the music. At choir fes- 
tivals, however, the groups enter 'nov- 
ice," intermediate,’ or'advanced' cat- 
egories. Once a choir receives a "I" 
rating, it is supposed to advance to 
the next level at the following year's 
festival, but this was not happening 
on a uniform basis. So many choirs 
were entering the 'novice' class that 
the Michigan Schools Vocal Asso- 
ciation decided to raise the difficulty 
level of the sight-reading.” 

On Saturday, March 20, the 
Middle School Choir — performing in 
Saline —received an overall second- 
division ranking in the ‘novice’ divi- 
sion. Individual judges gave the choir 
marks of "Il," "II," and “III” for a "II" 
rating in performance, as well as a 
"III" in sight-reading. 

The High School Choir also re- 
ceived an overall second-division 
ranking at their performance on 
March 24. Although the group had an 
excellent opportunity to prepare for 
the festival (the Music in Our Schools 
concert was the night before the Dis- 
trict Festival), the sight-reading por- 
tion of the competition was difficult 
because some sections called for 
three-part harmony where unison 
work had been the norm. Individual 
judges gave the choir marks of "Il," 
"Il," and "II" for atwo in performance, 
as well as a “Ill” in sight-reading. 

Preparations were difficult this 
year because the High School's pro- 
duction of Grease was scheduled 
just after the festival, so Thompson- 
Barthwell wished to thank all the stu- 
dents and parents for their extra ef- 
fort to get ready for the competition.
